] PROBLEMS 


A library catalogue is an essential and important tool in a library. It 
is a key to the resources of a library. However, there is a general 
dissatisfaction with library catalogues. This is especially true in India. 
This is despite the fact that in Indian library schools great stress is 
laid on teaching and learning of cataloguing. Does it mean that our 
training programmes are not sound? Is it due to the lack of teaching 
aids? Is it not because of a lack of good traditions in cataloguing? 
One important reason for weakness of our library catalogues is that 
the students of cataloguing and library catalogues often find it diffi- 


cult to fully understand the rules and practices prescribed in the 
modern catalogue codes. 


2 AIM 


work is primarily intended to meet the requirements of students 
paring for their library science/documentation/information science 
diplomas and degrees. It will also serve the requirements of Cata- 
loguers in libraries/documentation centres/information centres espe- 
cially those working in small and medium sized organizations. The 
aim of this work is to make cataloguing easier to learn and practise. 
The author hopes that cataloguers will find the work useful in enabl- 
ing them to raise standard of cataloguing. This is how cataloguers 
can win professional respect deserved by them. 


3 Score 


Anglo-American cataloging rules (AACRI) (North American text) is 
the most widely used catalogue code. It has been adopted by majority 
of libraries in English-speaking and British cummonwealth countries. 
Classified catalogue code’ (CCC) is employed only in Indian libraries.

In view of above, entries have been provided according to CCC and 
AACRI. In preparing entries based on CCC, the changes recom- 
mended in Ranganathan's Cataloguing Practice have been incorporat- 
ed. Chain procedure has been used to derive subject headings. In 
AACRI practice, subject headings have been derived from Sears list 
of subject headings (llth edition) and unit card practice has been 
followed. 

The field of cataloguing practice is a vast one. Therefore, only 
typical examples have been dealt here. Complicated cases have been 
avoided. Only a few cases of conflict of authorship have been dealt 
to serve as examples. . 

As far as possible rules for the preparation of entries given in the 
codes have been followed strictly. In situations where codes are silent, 
local solutions have been given. Whenever needed, explanations have 
been provided, referring to rules and practices prescribed in the codes. 


4 PRESENTATION 


An attempt has been made to make cataloguing practice easy to 
learn and practise. Typical examples have been given to facilitate 
understanding of the subject. Title pages have been categorized on 
the basis of the problems presented. The categories have been arrang- 
ed in the order, in which these should be introduced in the class by a 
teacher. Tn the beginning simple cases have been introduced. Difficult 
cases have been given in the latter portion. In the beginning of each 
chapter, basic rules according to two codes have been given. First a 
title page is given, followed by entries prepared according to CCC 
and AACRI. As far as possible entries for a title page have been 
arranged in the order of heading listed in the tracing section. Each 
entry has been designated. An index has been given at the end to 
facilitate the tracing of entries relating to a specific problem. 
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CHAPTER ONE 


TYPES OF ENTRIES 


0 INTRODUCTION 


A library catalogue is a record of the holdings of a library. In order 
to meet the requirements of users, it is prepared to consist of various 
unit records. These records are called entries. Each entry is designed 
for satisfying a particular approach of a user. Entries are prepared 
according to a set of rules contained in a catalogue code. The present 
work contains entries prepared according to CCC and AACRI. 


1 CLASSIFIED CATALOGUE CODE 


CCC isa code which can be used for the preparation of classified 
catalogue as well as dictionary catalogue. But here, we shall confine 
ourselves to classified catalogue only. 

A classified catalogue is one in “which some entries are number 
entries and some are word entries" (CCC, p. 167). Thus it consists 
of two parts, namely, the classified part and the alphabetical part, 

CCC recognizes the following kinds of entries in a classified cata- 
logue : 

Main entry. 

Book index entry. 

Class index entry. 

Cross reference entry. 

Cross reference index entry. 

The main entry and cross reference entry are numbe 
Therefore, these form part of the classified part. $ 

Book index entry, class index entry, and cross reference index.

[he main entry is a basic record for a given document. It is a speci- 
fic entry, which provides maximum information about the document. 
Each document gets one main entry. The tracing of the entry, given 
at its back, indicates the entries which have been prepared. 

A main entry in CCC consists of the following sections: 

(i) Leading section; 

(ii) Heading; 

(iii) Title section; 

(iv) Note section; if any; 

(v) Accession number; and 

vi) Tracing section. 

E leading section consists of call number of the document. The 
call number is always written in pencil. 

The heading can be one of the following: 

The name(s) of a personal author(s); 

The name of a corporate author; 

The names of a joint personal author and of a corporate author; 

The names of joint corporate authors; 

A pseudonym or two or more pseudonyms; 

The name(s) of a collaborator(s); 

The title of document. 

The title section consists of: 

(i) The title; 

(ii) Information regarding the edition; 

(iii) Information regarding zollaborator(s). 

The following is a list of kinds of notes: 

(i) Series note; 


(ii) Multiple series note; 
(iii) Extract note; 

(iv) Change of title note; 
(v) Extraction note; and 
(vi) Associated book note.

The next sections (except 
accession number) start from second vertical. Continuation of series section is 
from first vertical, First vertical is the left-most vertical line of a catalogue card. 
Second vertical is the line to the right of first vertical. 


111 Tracing Section for a Book 
The tracing section is given on the back of the main entry. It indica- 
tes which entries in. addition to the main entry have been prepared 
for the given book. 

The back of the mainentry is divided by an imaginary vertical 
line into two halves, namely, left half and right half. 

(a) Left half contains the class number (or number consisting of 
class number and some part of the book number) of the cross refer- 
ence entry followed by the word “P.” After this pages of reference 
are added. If necessary, instead of word “P” the term “Sec” or 
*Chap" or "Part" etc are added, followed by the number(s) con- 
cerned. Separate line is used for each cross reference entry. These 
are arranged according to their ordinal values. 

(b) Right half contains headings of the class index entries, book 
index entries and cross reference index entries. The sequence within 
class index entries is from last sought link to first sought link. The 
sequence of book index entries consists of author(s), collaborator(s), 
title, series. Sequence of cross reference index entries consists of 
alternative name entry, variant-form-of-word entry, pseudonym-real- 
name entry, editor-of-series entry and generic-name entry. 

All words should be written in ordinary hand. In the name of a 
subject, the first letter of the main heading and of each sub-heading 
should be in capitals. A descriptive element should be underlined/ 
italics and first letter should be capital. But use of capitals should 
be based on the rules of grammar.A continuation should be indented 


by two spaces. A full stop should be put at the end of each heading.

NOTE: In theclass index entries, the sequence consists of headings derived 
from class numbers of main entry and cross reference entries. Heading obtained 


from E140 has been put earlier than that of E150. Class numbers ‘E140’ and 
*E150’ will be written in pencil. 


Accession number and tracing section are meant to serve adminis- 
trative purpose. These are not intended to catch the attention of a 
user. An accession number is written on the bottom-most line of the 
card, starting from the first vertical. 

The purpose served by a tracing section is to enable the removal 


of catalogue cards related to a main entry at the time of the weeding 
of a book from a library. 


12 Book Index Entry 

Book index entries are provided under author(s), collaborator(s), 
title and series of a document. The number of entries to be included 
varies. These are specific added entries which satisfy the approach 


of the users through author(s), collaborator(s), title and series.

13 Class Index Entry 
Class index entries are provided under subject headings derived 
through chain procedure from the class number in the main entry 
or cross reference entry. These satisfy the subject approach of the 
users. 


13i Procedure of Finding Links 

Let us consider a class number, from which subject headings are to be 
derived. The first digit in the class number provides the first link, the 
first two digits provide the second link, and so on. The last link is 
made out of the whole class number. 

The links are of various types (CCC, Chapt KB) as given below: 

False link.—“a link is a false link, if it ends with a 

1. Connecting symbol; or 

2. Digit representing a phase relation; or 

3. Digit representing an intra-facet relation; or 

4. Digit representing an intra-array phase relation; or 

5. Time-isolate representing time itself in the time facet of the 
class, and not representing any other fundamental category-space, 
energy, matter, or personality—in their respective facets in the class 
number.” 

Unsought link —“Link which 

1. Ends with apart of the isolate focus in a facet of a class 
number; and 

2. Represents a subject on which reading material is not likely 
to be produced or sought or which is not likely to be looked up by 
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any reader seeking materials on the specific subject forming the last 
link of the full class number." 

Sought link—"Link which is neither false, nor fused nor unsought, 
and link ending with an after-time anteriorising common isolate 
digit." In practice, each library will have to take its decision keep- 
ing in view the documents to be organized, types of users, and nature 
of service to be provided.” 

Missing link—“A link in a chain-with-gap, corresponding to the 
missing isolate in the chain.”

2 ANGLO-AMERICAN CATALOGING RULES 


AACRI is a code meant for a dictionary catalogue. The dictionary 
catalogue is “a catalogue in which all the entries (author, title, sub- 
ject, series, etc) and their related references are arranged together 
in one general alphabet. Subarrangement frequently varies” (AACRI, 
P. 344). Thus, in a dictionary catalogue all the entries and concerned 
Teferences are arranged in a single file. 


AACRI recognizes the following kinds of entries in a dictionary 
catalogue: 


Main entry 
Added entries 


Besides main entry and added entries, AACRI also recognizes 
references 9r cross references. 


21 Main Entry 

entry as "the complete catalog record of

entry. The last section contains the tracings, which indicate headings 
under which added entries have been prepared for a given document. 


211 Elements 
In AACRI practice, main entry of a book would generally consist of 
the following elements: 

(i) Call number (Class number and book number), accession 
number; 

(ii) Heading; 

(ii) Title, Subtitle; 

(iv) Author statement; 

(v) Edition statement; 

(vi) Imprint (place of publigation, publisher's name and date of 
publication or copyright); 

(vii) Collation (pagination or number of volumes; illustrations; 
size; etc. Illustrations is a general term which includes maps, 
diagrams, charts, etc); 

(viii) Series statement; 

(ix) Notes (cover special quality about a book including fine 
coloured plates, pseudonymous work, change of title, pre- 
viously published in a periodical, etc); 

(x) Tracing.

NOTE: (a) “The basic part of description, commonly called the ‘body of the 


entry’, is presented in the first paragraph after the heading. It consists of the 
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following elements in this order: title, subtitle, author statement, edition statement, 
and imprint” (AACRI, p. 192). 

(b) “The second paragraph consists of the collation and series statement." 

(c) Each note forms a separate paragraph and one line is skipped before the 
first note. 


(d) Tracing forms a paragraph given on the front of the main card just above 
the hole. If required, part of tracing can be continued on the back of the card. In 
such a case, put the word ‘over’ on the front of the card just below the hole. 
Subject headings are listed first followed by added entries for persons or corporate 
bodies listed in the order in which they appear in the catalogue entry. All entries 
for persons generally precede the entries for corporate bodies. This is followed by 
title entry; partial title entry (if any), series. 


22 Unit Card 
A unit card is, “a basic catalog card, in the form of a main entry, 
which when duplicated may be used as a unit for all other entries 
for that work in the catalog by the addition of the appropriate 
headings" (4ACRI, p. 347). A unit card provides us a very simple 
way of preparing added entries of various kinds. Entries based on 
AACRI, given in this book, are according to unit card system. How- 
ever, printed and mimeographed cards are more suited for unit cards. 


23 Added Entries 
An added entry is *an entry, additional to the main entry, under 
which a bibliographical entity is represented in a catalog" (AACRI, 
p. 343). The additional entries supplement the main entry by pro- 
viding an additional approach to documents listed in the catalogue. 
Sometimes, added entries are called secondary entries. These have 
their own importance. These are prepared for subordinate authors 
like joint authors, editors, translators, and illustrators. These are 


also prepared for title, series, and subject. However, a reference is 
prepared for editor of a series.

In AACRI practice, indentions and spacing is made use of to pro- 
vide required emphasis on different groups of information and make 
certain words stand out clearly. For example, the author's surname 
appearing in the heading of a main entry stands out clearly.

In addition to above three indentions, we may recognize hanging 
indention also. Works, which are entered under title (as heading of 
a main entry) are typed according to the form called hanging inden- 
tion. According to the code, “if there are more than three authors, 
enter the work under its title and make an added entry under the 
first" (4ACRI, rule 3B2).

The heading is to consist of the earliest of the following which the 


document admits and the rules for conflict of authorship prescribed 
as author: 


1. The name of a personal author; 
2. The names of joint personal authors; 
3. The name of a corporate author;

5. The names of joint corporate authors. . . (CCC, MDI). 

According to the above rule, if the single person is an author, then 
the name of a personal author shall become the heading of a main 
entry. In rendering the name, the elements in the name shall be 
given in the following order:

In the above example, individualizing element (last element) has 
been added. Depending upon the local requirements, a library can 
omit it.

CCC recognizes series and pseudo-series. Series is a collective name 
given to the set of books, not constituting a multi-volumed book but, 
with certain attributes (attributes have been listed in chapter FH). 

Examples: 

(Modern world series). 

(Ranganathan series in library science). 

Ranganathan has also made provision for multiple series. If two or 
more series are independent, then each is given in a separate section. 
Interdependent or alternative series are written in the same section. 
Ina series, the name of a series is readily available but in pseudo- 
series, it is not the case. In the latter one, the name of the series has 
to be constituted. 

There are three kinds of pseudo-series. In pseudo-series kind 1, 
“the name of the author taken along with the name of the edition in 
sense 2 is suitable to be used as if it were the name of a series.” In 
pseudo-series kind 2, “the name of the author taken along with the 
generic title is suitab e to be used as if it were a name of a series." In 
pseudo-series, kind 3, “the generic title is suitable as if it were the 
name of series" (CCC, p. 143).

The series statement is given inthe catalogue entry immediately 
following the collation, enclosed within parentheses. The number of 
the series is generally placed at the end. The number is preceded by 
the term or abbreviation of the term used on the work. 

If a work is a part of more than one series, the second series state-

ment is placed, without parentheses but with brackets if necessary, in 
the position of the first supplementary note (AACRI, 143F). 

AACRI does not recognize the concept of pseudo-series but provi- 
sions are available which can be used with advantage. *If the author 
of the series is the same as the author of the individual part being 
cataloged, the appropriate possessive pronoun is substituted for the 
author's name, unless the name is integrated with the series title” 
(AACRI, 143E).

CHAPTER TEN 


ANONYMOUS BOOK 


CCC 


An anonymous book is a book of “unknown authorship either 
personal or corporate." (CCC, p. 130). Many sacred books and old 
classics are anonymous. The title-page of an anonymous book may 
give the name of a collaborator, such as editor, translator, illustra- 
tor, etc. According to CCC, the collaborator(s) would be chosen âs 
the heading of a main entry. In case, there is no collaborator, then 


title would be chosen as the heading of the main entry. 
EXAMPLE: 


ANGLO ASSAMESE (dictionary etc). Ed 10. 
The heading has been rendered on the basis of canon of recall 


value. ANGLO ASSAMESE is an entry eiement followed by second- 
ary element.

According to CCC, multivolumed book is “book in two or more 
volumes giving a continuous exposition, and, for this or for any other 
reason in the distribution of thought among the volumes, compelling 
the treatment of all the volumes as an inseparable set, ie as if they 
together form a single volume" (CCC, p. 136). It recognizes two types 
of multivolumed books. In one type, “the constituent volumes do 
not have a special title other than the common title of all the volumes 
and do not have any difference in the other factors that are capable 
of contributing to the title section of a main entry. The others form 
the second type" (CP, p. 279). 
Title section for a multivolumed set: 
(a) Three volumes: 
Short wave radiation. Ed 2. 3V. 
(b) First two volumes published out of three volumes: 
Short wave radiation. Ed 2. V1-2- 
NOTE: V1-2- will be written in pencil. 
(c) Out of the set of 3 volumes published, second volume not 
possessed by the library: 
Short wave radiation, Ed 2. 3V. [V 2 not in library] 
NOTE: Note in brackets will be in pencil.

The name to be used in rendering the name of a conference is the 
one in the shortest form found in the title page; or on half-title page; 
or any other any other part of the document (CCC, JE1). 

The name(s) of the place(s) of a conference and its year are to be 
added as individualizing elements to the name of a conference which 
is not held periodically (CCC, JE ). 

The entry element in the name of a conference in the heading of 
any entry is to consist of the word or word-group denoting the 
subject or any other speciality forming the purview of the conference, 
in its singular nominative form (CP, JE17). This rule is based on the 
analogy of rule JD17.

The name of a conference without a specific name and not held 
periodically is to be made of the name of the class of persons meet- 
ing together as conference, such as citizens, Indian residents, ladies, 
merchants, and musicians (CP, JE4).

Composite book is a “book with two or more contributions, each 
with its own title, not forming a continuous exposition” (CCC, FF4). 
CCC recognises two types of composite books as given below: 

Ordinary composite book, 

Artificial composite book. 
“Ordinary composite book has a single generic title to denote all 
the contributions collectively. But artificial composite book is with- 
out a generic title. It can be created by a publisher (issued together) 
or the library (bound together). For main entry, an ordinary com- 
posite book is dealt like a simple book ignoring the names of 
contributors of the constituent parts (CCC, NA1). In case of artifi- 
cial composite book, the main entry is to be constructed as if it were 
the main entry of the first constituent work except that to this is to 
he added a section for each later constituent work (CCC, NBI).

CHAPTER SEVENTEEN 


CASES OF CONFLICT 


Conflict of authorship is a major problem. CCC has discussed cases 
of conflict in chapter G, providing general principles. It takes into 
consideration “responsibility for throught and expression constituting 
the work’’. The rules are governed by the canon of ascertainability 
and other guiding principles. 

AACRI provides solution, on the basis of “relative importance 
of the different activities as such, the relative proportions of the work 
that have resulted from these activities, and the emphasis given to 
each on the title page” (pp. 23-4). "Expression of the corporate 
thought or activity of the body" is an important guideline. 

Both the codes have tried to provide guidance for the determination 
of the author in types of cases, which are to be found usually.
